All American Philatelic Society Chapters in the US and abroad received an impor- 
tant letter in May announcing a great deal only available through local Chapter 
clubs 





We want to encourage all Chapter members to become members of the APS as 
well, so here’s the offer: 


Any Chapter member not already an APS member may apply for a special introductory 15 month membership 
from October 2006 through December 2007 at half the normal price. The cost to join will be $19 rather than
